He Shot Tlia Financier-Explains 
Plan To Terminate War. 


GLEN COVE. L. I. JULY 3.—Fnink Hoik, the Pol^h Cornell 


•H.stnu:!or. who was arrested here :iiter he hue! ahet and badly wound- 
ed J. P. Morgan early today, confessed that he wns al~o the penoa. 
who set oil the bomb :\t the Capitol building just nine hoin--> before 
Morj-un was siiot. Ke mapped out io the police the plan which had 
formed in his disordered brain, for terminating' the European war and 
how he hud tir^t set off the bomb in Washington and traveled, to Mor- 
gan's summer home here to complete the plan. ''God was with me," 
he told the police. "I just had to do something" to stop the war." 


Morgan's condition toniyht is regarded as much more serious 


than the reports of the attending physicians indicated. 


After his arrest the police declared the would-be assassin had 


brought, besides two revolvers, a satchel containing six sticks of dy- 
namite, a bottle of nitrogiycerin and several fulminating caps. 


WASHINGTON RESTS EASY 


WASHINGTON, JULY 3.—Positive evidence was received by the 


police here tonight that Frank Hoik, Cornell University professor, ar- 
rested following the attempted assassination of J. P. Morgan, was also 
responsible for the explosion of the bomb at the Capitol building-. 
Officials had feared that it might have been the culmination of a deep- 
laid plot for the murder 01 certain officials. It is believed that Wash- 
ington oOicials received their information concerning the identity of 
Hoik, from Hew York by long- distance telephone.
